The expense of our Fire Department is very small compared 
with others of no more efficiency. We have as good a company of 
firemen as there is in the county, and we think they have always 
done as good execution at fires as circumstances would admit. Let 
us appreciate their services by furnishing all necessary conveniences 
and apparatus.

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SCHOOL REPORT. 


The Superintending School Committee of Troy, as required by 
law, submit the following Report, for the year ending March 1st, 1877: 


As a whole, we have had successful schools the past year. No 
intervention of Committee has been called to aid in discipline, and 
the general behavior of the pupils has been worthy of much com- 
mendation. A moral influence has pervaded our school-rooms, 
profanity and vulgarity, which so often greet the ears of those pass- 
ing our school play-grounds, has become in a measure checked, and 
we can but hope banished from the thoughts of our children. 

Sickness, principally diphtheria, has prevailed to an unusual 
extent, in consequence of which in Districts Nos. 3 and 6 the aver- 
age attendance was much diminished. In No. 6 seven scholars have 
died, being over half the scholars enrolled in the district. 

The average attendance in all of our schools is largely below 
what it should be. For this, and the cases of tardiness, which are 
quite too many, we believe the parents are in a great measure 
responsible. From the School Registers we find that nearly six years 
of valuable time which should have been improved has been wasted 
by our scholars this past year. Let the principle of punctuality be 
zealously inculcated in-our schools, and a habit will be formed by our 
children which will extend beyond the school-room, and be felt in 
everyday business life. 

We would continue to recommend the system of free school- 
books, as urged in former reports. 

In the schools where oral teaching has been partially practised 
we have discovered a greater improvement, and would suggest this 
manner of teaching. Alse, that teachers encourage the scholars to 
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use their own language in illustrating the principles of the text-book, 
rather than the exact wording. 

We would recommend, and deem it necessary, that a new series 
of Reading books be introduced into our schools. 


DISTRICT No. 1. 
A. M. ForrisratL, Prudential Committee. 


There were three terms in this district. The Summer and 
Winter terms, of ten weeks each, were taught by Mrs. L. B. Wright, 
who is one of our most efficient teachers, and having had many years 
experience is very much at home in the school-room. Every class is 
an example of thorough drill. Oral teaching has been introduced. 
In mathematics we noticed the books were put aside, and illustrations 
given in examples that occur in common business transactions. 

The Fall term, of twelve weeks, was taught by Miss Lillie J. 
Adams, of Marlboro. This school was composed of very young 
scholars, and was well managed. ‘There was apparently a good feel- 
ing between teacher and pupil, which is always necessary to a profita- 
ble school; 


DISTRICT No. 2: 
WitutAM A. Harris, Prudential Committee: 


The Summer term, of nine weeks, was under the instruction of 
Miss Mattie Lovering, of Groton, Mass., a teacher of large experi- 
ence, and well qualified to instruct. The school made commendable 
progress: 

The Winter school, of eleven weeks, was taught by Mr. H. A. 
Tarbell, a Dartmouth student, from Cavendish, Vt. Mr. Tarbell has 
superior qualifications, and under his instruction the scholars made 
good improvement. 

We need, and must have, more discipline in this district, and 
we ask the aid of parents and guardians to assist, and further all the 
efforts in this direction, that this school be second to none in town. 
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DISTRICT No. 3. 
JosepH Haske, Prudential Committee. 


This school had two terms. ‘The Summer term, of eight weeks, 
was taught by Miss Alice B. Barnard, and the Winter term, of ten 
weeks, by Miss Jennie G. Clark. We were agreeably surprised by 
the good record given by the school, as compared to a former one. 
The energy of the teachers, seconded by the earnest efforts of the 
scholars, resulted in marked improvement. 


DISTRICT No. 4. 
Levi MERRIFIELD, Prudential Committee. 


Both terms of this school were taught by Miss Ella Watson, 
embracing eighteen weeks. Miss Watson is an excellent instructor. 
The school prospered, and appeared well at the final examination. 


VisSlRIGT “No; 5: 
DANIEL L. STREETER, Prudential Committee. 


The Spring term, of eight weeks, was under the instruction of 
Miss Bell M. Watson. This was Miss Watson’s third term in the 
district, and gave satisfaction. 

The Winter term, of nine weeks, was successfully taught by Miss 
Flora E. Chamberlain, of Swanzey. 

We have evidence of good progress made by the scholars of this 
district the past year. 


DISTRICT No. 6. 
LuKE C. Ciark, Prudential Committee. 

The one term, of thirteen and one-half weeks, was taught by 
Miss Jennie M. Hills, of Richmond, who labored faithfully. We are 
sure experience will give her a good standing asa teacher. We 
observed a neatness in the school-room which we are always glad to 
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see. At the close, it was evident that what was attempted was well 
performed. 


HIGH SCHOOL. 


Our High School, which has been under the direction of Mrs. 
L. B. Wright as Principal, has been managed with more than usual 
success, and we are happy to say has become, through her energy 
and ability, cherished and patronized by the citizens of the town, a 
permanent and self-sustaining institution. 

Our neighboring towns have been represented in the school by 
those desirous of receiving a preparatory conrse for teaching, and we 
would earnestly recommend our young teachers to avail themselves of 
the thorough drill of the High School.
